Penguins are so well-insulated that 
they would soon overheat in warm places.

The continent of Antarctica, down at 
the South Pole, must be the toughest 
place in the world in which to live. It is 
scoured by winds that start up suddenly 
and reach speeds of over 100km an hour. 
In the winter, the sun never appears 
above the 
horizon and 
temperatures 
can be as low a 
-40°C. At this 
time, the sea 
around the 
continent freezes 
and becomes a 
vast band of 

packed-together ice which makes a 
grinding and cracking sound as it 
expands and melts. It is called pack ice. 

All year, the land is covered with a 
layer of ice and snow so thick that only 
the peaks of the mountains poke through. 
These peaks are called ‘nunataks’.

The middle of the continent is so 
harsh that virtually nothing can survive 
there. Life tends to cling to the edge - 
to the beaches and cliffs. Many animals 
come to raise their young on the islands 
that lie between Antarctica and South 
America. They can do so because the 
sea here is like a well-stocked larder.

Antarctica is a land mass 
surrounded by sea but the Arctic, 
up at the North Pole, is a sea 
surrounded by land. 

In the centre of the Arctic is a 
vast area of permanently frozen, 
drifting ice, sometimes 30m 
thick. It is not flat; wind and sea 
currents throw up great 'pressure 
ridges' chat may be 15m high. In 
other areas, the ice splits apart, 
causing channels of water known 
as ‘leads'. The ice is also covered 
by snow which the wind blows into deep 
drifts. In the winter, the area of frozen 
sea, or pack ice, increases and spreads out 
in an ever-widening band. In summer, 
this winter pack ice breaks up again. 



On one side of the Arctic ocean lie the 
lands of North America; on the other side 
are Northern Europe and Asia. Much of 
the land immediately beyond the Arctic 
shoreline is low-lying moorland, or tundra.

As with the Antarctic, the Arctic ocean 
is rich in tiny plants and animals and here 
they provide food for seals, walruses, 
whales and many birds. The tundra is 
home and seasonal breeding ground ro 
musk ox, caribou, lemmings, sables, 
snow geese, eider duck and many others. 
When winter sets in, these animals are 
able to migrate south. 

On the pack ice itself there are seats 
and their number-one enemies, polar 
bears. The bears range across both 
tundra and pack ice, looking for food. 
Females only stop roaming if they are to 
give birth. They make a den in the snow 
and the cubs are born in mid-winter. 

The cubs are blind and naked and only 
200-290cm tong at birth, but grow 
quickly on their mother's rich milk.

Dugongs 



Dugongs belong to an order of large sea 
mammals called Sirenians that share an 
ancestor with the elephants. They are 
whale-shaped with smooth, brown to 
grey skin, front flippers, a powerful 
forked tail and a short, broad snout. 
They have small eyes and small ear 



openings. The males grow short tusks. 

Dugongs live in shallow, coastal 
waters in the south-west Pacific and 
the Indian Ocean. Along with their 
relatives the manatees, they are the 
only sea mammals that survive on a 
vegetarian diet. 



YCOMING UP FOR AIR 
Dugongs can stay underwater 
for up to eight minutes, but 
usually surface every couple of 
minutes. Their nostrils are at 
the top of the snout so they do 
not need to lift their head right 
out of the water to breathe. 



Collecting Fingerprints

LIFE IN WARM WATERS 



Although dugongs have a certain 
amount of blubbet atound theit bodies 
to keep them watm, they cannot survive 
in cold waters. They prefer warm waters 
where there are plenty of sea grasses 
growing on the sea bed. 

Dugongs swim by pushing their tail 
up and down, and steer using their head 
and flippers. They feed in waters that are 
about l-5m deep, and particularly like 
the underground stems of smaller 
seagrasses which they dig up using their 
flippers. They can also browse on the 
leaves of seagrasses, pulling them off 
with the bristly disc at the end of the 
snout. Although the adults have a few 
back teeth, they mainly grind up their 
food with horny pads inside their 
mouth. They do not chew the cud, but 



rely on bacteria in their gut to break 
down the plant fibres. Each adult dugong 
eats about 30kg of plant food per day. 

MOTHER AND BABY 

Dugongs are very shy, so it is very 
difficult to study them. Scientists 
believe that the females are pregnant for 
about thirteen months. The baby stays 
with the mother for up to two years. 

The mother suckles the baby during this 
time, even though it eats sea grasses as 
well. 

YSWIMMING WITH MUM 
Even though a female may live for SO 
years, she only has five or six babies 
during her life. The baby stays close 
to its mother for the first two years.

Although dugongs are protected 
in certain parts of the world, such 
as Australia, they are still 
threatened by many dangers. In 
some areas they are killed for 
their meat and fat, in others they 
get caught in fishing nets. A 
recent problem is water pollution, 
especially from oil spills. One 
species of sirenian became extinct 
in the 1 8th century because it 
was so easy to catch and kill. 
Naturalists are trying hard t< 
the remaining dugongs. 



A EASY CATCH 
Dugongs swim very slowly - 
at about 8-1 0km per hour - 
making it easy for humans to 
catch them. 



Manatees look very like dugongs, except for 
their tails, which are rounded, and their 
nostrils which are at the end of the snout 
(the dugongs are further back). 

There are three different kinds of 
manatee; the West Indian, the Amazonian 
(which has nails on its flippers) and the 
West African, which is found along the 
north-west coast. 

Manatees feed in estuaries and rivers, as 
well as along the coast. They have a full set 
of teeth to deal with floating clumps of 
grasses, many of which contain a tough 
substance called silica. As their teeth grow, 
they gradually move from the back of the 
mouth to the front. Eventually the worn, 
front ones fall out 
and are replaced 
by new ones 
at the back.
